Funds to help offset 
$1.2 billion shortfall

SAN DIEGO — Following a two-year 
project that studied the retirement needs 
of Religious, the U.S. bishops have 
approved 10 special collections over 10 
years to meet the estimated $2.5 billion 
retirement fund shortfall facing religious 
communities of men and women 
throughout the nation. 

In the San Diego diocese, Bishop Leo 
T. Maher has designated May 15 as the 
date for the first collection in parishes, 
according to Sister Nancy Kane, RSCJ, 
vicar for religious and diocesan contact 
for the Tri-Conference Retirement 
Project, which conducted the retirement 
study. 

The director of the Tri-Conference 
Retirement Project, Sister Mary Oliver 
Hudon, SSND, met with Bishop Maher 
recently to discuss the project’s four 
major goals — fund raising, assistance, 
compensation and education. 

Based in Washington, D.C., the 
retirement project was created in July 
1986 by three church conferences: the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
the Leadership Conference of Women 
Religious and the Conference of Major 
Superiors of Men. 

Sister Hudon told the Southern Cross that 
funds from special collections will benefit 
religious communities with the most 
urgent needs. 

Sister Hudon said she believes the 
collection effort will be successful, noting 
that two years ago the Diocese of Albany, 
N.Y., raised $1.2 million in one Sunday 
collection for Religious retirees. 

Communities of women Religious have 
been especially hard hit by the retirement 
fund deficit, she explained. 

‘“As a population of people, women 
Religious are almost twice as old as the 
rest of the population,” Sister Hudon 
said. Like women in general, Sisters live 
longer. Their median age is 65, she said, 
adding that more than 40 percent of 
women Religious are over 70 and less 
than 1 percent are under 30. 

The cost of taking care of a retired 
Religious continues to rise, Sister Hudon 
explained. In 1985 it cost $8,500 annually; 
last year it ran $10,900. The average 
annual Social Security benefit for women 
Religious is under $3,000. 

Presently each wage earner in a 
religious community supports herself and 
at least one senior member, according to 
statistics compiled by the Tri-Conference 
Retirement Project. 

‘Tt’s a fiscal problem ... like that of 
every American family trying to support

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Disabled children fuel their parents’ faith

SERRA MESA — Two-year-old 
Theresa Erpelding dances on the coffee 
table, splashes in the family swimming 
pool and socks the tetherball in the patio. 

She is tutored by nine brothers. and 
sisters whose athletic prowess is proved by 
their trophies and plaques that cover 
several living room shelves. 

Heidi’s volleyball awards paved the 
way for a full scholarship to the College of 
William and Mary in Williamsburg, Va., 
where she was recently named athlete of 
the year, her mother Gerda said. 

Chris and Peter captured their trophies 
at water polo events while attending the 
University of San Diego High School. 
Benji won his awards on St. Columba 
School’s basketball team and Joey his 
trophies on St. Augustine High School’s 
football squad. 

In six years Theresa will carry on her 
family’ s tradition in sports with formal 
training. in gymnastics and swimming, 
Gerda said. The vivacious curly-haired 
blonde will participate in the special 
Olympics. She has Down’s syndrome. 

When Gerda announced at the dinner 
table three years ago that she would have 
her 10th child, ‘‘everyone stood up and 
cheered,’’ she said.

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Stewardship is | 
fine, but what 
about tithing? 


I had just received my letter from our pastor informing 
me of our annual Stewardship program when a thought 
came to me that we Catholics have missed the call and 
have let 5,000 years pass by in response to doing what 
God wants us to do in terms of giving. 

In the Old Testament we were asked to put God first in 
our lives and give our first fruits of labor, the first ten 
percent. This is the ideal and Jesus asks us to strive for 
perfection. Why can’t we do this today? Giving 10 
percent is a strong statement, but not so strong as: 
“Unless you eat my flesh and drink my blood you will not 
have life everlasting.’’ 

I think that Stewardship is good, but wouldn’t it be 
great if all tried to tithe? The tithe could begin with the 
individual attempting to give 10 percent of his first fruits 
(before taxes). The parish would in turn tithe and give 10 
percent to the diocese. The diocese would in turn tithe 
and give 10 percent to the pope to be used for the 
propagration of the faith, the missions and for the poor. 

Wouldn’t that solve a lot of the problems? The Gospel 
could then be preached to all nations. Maybe, just maybe, 
we would then be doing what God wants. Simple, isn’t it. 
And it can all start with the individual. 

Our stewardship would be changed to putting God first 
in our lives. Selfishness would vanish. We would be 
giving lovingly at the Offertory of the Mass the first fruits 
of our labor — giving out of love for God and our fellow 
man. We would reemphasize the Gospel each time we 
gave. Offertory (Stewardship) giving would be a part of

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Marian books in the works 


Apropos of something that appeared in Southern Cross 
about the Catholic press and Catholic Press Month, one 
of our parishioners remarked that he didn’t think the 
Catholic press has been doing enough to promote Marian 
Year II. 

It’s true, very few of the Catholic calendars have 
adopted Marian art for 1988, with the notable exception 
of the Extension calendars. Many of the parish bulletin 
shells have slighted it, too. 

But the Catholic press, as far as books are concerned, 
has not had an easy time of it. The Vatican gave very little 
advance warning and it takes time to produce a book. 

Let me share my own experience with you. When 
Marian Year II was announced, like many other writers, 
I went to my floppy disc where I store ideas, outlines, and 
odds and ends for future development. 

When I organized the material, I contacted Alba 
House, Our Sunday Visitor and Ignatius Press about 
three of the ideas. That was in late 1986. Alba House 
responded immediately, saying they liked my idea of a 
book on the rosary. 

Quite a while later, Ignatius Press agreed to look at my 
abridgement of St. Alphonsus’ ‘‘Glories of Mary.’’ 
Finally, Our Sunday Visitor replied with a contract for 
my book on the Magnificat and the Benedictus. 

So, during 1987 I worked on the three outlines and 
draft copies on all three books, working as I do late in the 
evenings, during appointments that are canceled, and 
between answering the phone and the doorbell. It can get 
quite hectic, especially if a deadline is near. 

Finally, by mid-summer 1987 all three manuscripts 
were on the computer, printed out, and in the hands of an 
editor. In the fall of 1987 I was correcting proofs for Alba 
House, and for Our Sunday Visitor. I still haven’t heard 
from Ignatius Press. 

In February 1988, I saw an advance copy of the Alba 


House book and an advertisement for the Our Sunday 
Visitor book. 

The book from Alba House is titled “My Rosary: Its 
Title and Mystery’’ (205p. $7.95pb.). For each of the 15 
mysteries, there is a collection from Scripture, some 
excerpts from classic authors, some more from fairly 
recent writers and a brief meditation. There is also a line 
drawing for each mystery by O. Scarpelli. 

The book from Our Sunday Visitor is “‘Prophecies 
Fulfilled,’’ which will have about the same number of 
pages and price in paperback. It follows almost the same 
format except for each verse of the canticles of Our Lady 
in the Gospel of St. Luke. 

I always wanted to study the prayers of Mary in some 
length and detail, but I never had the time. The only way 
I could force myself to do the work was if I had a deadline 
to face. ‘‘Prophecies Fulfilled’’ was that deadline, so I did 
the work and I share it with you. * 

However, you will note that the gestation time for these 
works to see light was over 15 months. That is why there 
has not been a large number of books published with the 
Marian Year II theme. No doubt, in the rest of 1988 you 
will see many publishers adding Marian titles to their 
books lists. 

Meantime, there is one more Marian work in progress, 
and another one in simple outline form on my floppy disc. 
After that, who knows? Other ideas are already being 
added to the disc. No doubt, some of them will appear in 
this column, where they can be tested by thinking out 


loud.

Morality and uses of fetuses 


Attention is focused sharply at the present time on a 
critical area of medical advancement: its ability to 
alleviate some previously incurable conditions by using 
tissues and organs from aborted fetuses. 

In analyzing this complex ethical situation, it is necessary 
to make a twofold distinction: 


First: Successful research now enables physicians to 
transplant tissue from aborted fetuses into the brains, for 
example, of Parkinson’s patients. In this example, the 
patient’s condition has dramatically improved. 

Research scientists alsc claim potential success for 
tissue and organ transplants from aborted fetuses for 
conditions ranging from congenital heart defects to 
degenerative nerve diseases. 

Second: There is a growing ‘‘market’’ for the use of 
anencephalic infants as organ donors. 

Anencephalic infants are characterized by lack of 
essential parts of the typically human brain. Such babies 
are often born with no skin or skull above their eyes. 

About 2,000 to 3,000 anencephalic infants are born 
annually in the United States, 

» Anencephalic infants live only a brief amount of time. 
Many of these infants are presently sought out to be kept 
On respirators until their needed organs can be 
transplanted. 

A number of parents of these children readily agree to 
these prolongation measures as a way of making the brief, 
tragic life of the baby meaningful. 

The arguments favoring transplants thus become 
compelling: to parents who have aborted fetuses (either 
intended or by miscarriage) or who learn their baby is 
anencephalic, donating the tissues or organs seems a way 
of salvaging something positive. 


These medical possibilities need careful analysis. 
First: It is critical to disengage ourselves from a pure 


form of consequentialism: i.e., as long as the result is 
positive (bringing relief to the Parkinson’s patient), any 


means to achieve that goal is ethically permissible. 

A dramatic but sobering example in this regard is the 
young woman whose father has Parkinson’s disease. She 
declared her willingness to get pregnant in order to abort 
the fetus for purposes of tissue transplantation for her 
father. 

The intended and direct taking of the life of a fetus is 
always wrong and no seemingly laudable reason gives it 
merit or justification. 

Second: The ethical abuse here is not simply in the 
intended taking of a life; but also in the sale of the tissues - 
or organs — despite laws to the contrary. 

In other words, some women could be pressured to 
become fetal factories. 

The 1987 “Instruction on Respect for Human Life in its 
Origin and on the Dignity of Procreation”’ is helpful: 

“The practice of keeping alive human embryos in vivo 
or in vitro for experimental or commercial purposes is 
totally opposed to human dignity,”’ 

Third: This instruction also teaches that ‘““Human 
embryos are human beings and subjects with rights...’’ 

In this regard, it is always unethical to view the embryo 
or fetus or dying infant as a product to be used. 

At all costs, we must continue to uphold the dignity of 
all life, from the moment of conception. 

While the intended aborted fetus is not in the same 
moral arena as the fetus expelled by miscarriage, or the 
anencephalic baby, the impetus and pressure to consider 
all such life as a product to be used is simply too great to 
warrant uncritical approval of tissue or organ 
transplantation.

its aged grandparents,”’ 
said. 

Historically, the stipend many Sisters 
received for their services has been below 
subsistence level, Sister Hudon said. 

Sister Kane noted that 20 years ago, 
Sisters in San Diego earned a stipend of 
$1,500 annually. Today stipends average 
$10,000 annually. 

Money earned by _ religious 
communities has supported their active 
and retired members, built and operated 
hospitals and educational institutions, 
educated young people and supported 
missionaries, Sister Hudon said, noting 
that communities continue to fund such 
activities. 

Sister Kane cited Sister Virginia 
McMonagle, RSCJ, who recently left her 
post at the University of San Diego and 
has gone to Haiti to work with poor 
children. Instead of bringing funds into 
her religious community, Sister 
McMonagle will now draw funds from it, 
Sister Kane explained. 

Women Religious also financed 
construction’ of Mercy Hospital and 
USD’s College for Women, Sister Kane 
added. 

Sister Hudon noted that services which 
Sisters previously received free, such as 
medical care, must now be paid for by 
Religious communities. She added that 
some 50 percent of Sisters have no 
medical insurance.

Sister Hudon said the retirement fund 
shortfall has become a source of 
embarrassment for many retired Sisters. 


‘They’ re used to giving ... rather that 
being ina position of asking others to help 
with a problem.”’ 


Many Sisters did not know about the 
retirement fund deficit until it made 
headlines a couple of years ago, Sister 
Hudon said. Religious superiors 
generally handled finances, she 
explained, adding that Sisters ‘‘devoted 
their time to ministry rather than 
worrying about the finances of the 
congregation.”

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‘Religious congregations have to start 
saving for their retirement,’ Sister 
Hudon said. ‘‘This is not inconsistent 
with the vow of poverty. Sisters make a 
vow of poverty, not destitution.’ 

Fund raising should not be viewed as 
begging for money, Sister Hudon said. It 
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should be seen as deferred compensation, 


‘a way of making up for the years of 


being uncompensated for years of 
service.’ 

Sister Jeanette VanVleck, regional 
superior for the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Carondelet, the largest women’s 
community in San Diego, said the 
collection will provide an opportunity for 
the nation’s many Catholic school alumni 
to repay the Sisters for the quality 
education they received. Many of these 
graduates are ‘‘now reaping the benefits 
from this education,”’ she said. 

Sister Hudon is currently visiting 
bishops throughout the western United 
States to explain the retirement fund 
collection. 

She carries with her a videotape — 
commissioned by the Tri-Conference 
Retirement Project — detailing the 
retirement need. Titled ‘‘Crossroad of 
Change,’’ the film will be used in 
education programs concerning the 
retirement shortfall, one of the 
conference’s goals.

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Temple tells of search 
for God in story, song 


I never found you, Master, 
though I looked in every place. 
I crossed the land and ocean 
always searching for your face 
until I found it’s not outside 
but in the heart where you abide.

SAN DIEGO — This stanza from 
Sebastian Temple’s poem, ‘‘The 
Master,”’ describes his 18-year search for 
God. 

The 60-year-old poet and composer of 
liturgical music recently told an audience 
at Blessed Sacrament parish hall, San 
Diego, that he had sought God in many 
religions throughout the world and finally 
found him while driving the Hollywood 
freeway in 1964, soon after his conversion 
to Catholicism. 

Relating his first religious experience, 
Temple said he looked up at the clouds 
and angrily complained to God that he 
had not found him in the practice of yoga, 
Buddhism or Judaism and pleaded that 
God would reveal himself. ‘‘Then I 
realized he had been with me all along,”’ 
he said.. Within months, Christ became 
his ‘‘Lord, master, friend and teacher.’’ 

The white-haired musician explained 
how Jesuit Father Donald Kolda at 
Blessed Sacrament Church, Hollywood, 
attracted him to the Catholic Church; the 
cleric exuded the happiness he was 
seeking. ‘“‘I told him I didn’t believe in 
Mary, the pope or hell,’’ Temple said, 
adding that he was baptized seven weeks 
later. 

Although the native of South Africa 
said he ‘‘was born wanting God,”’ his first 
taste of religion was bitter. His 
grandfather, with whom he lived, forced 
him to attend the Dutch Reformed 
Church three times every Sunday. ‘‘I 
heard sermons on how terrible sex was,”’ 
along with myths that blacks were 
heathens, natives of India were idolaters 
and the Jewish and Catholic faiths were to 
be ridiculed. 

“We were so blind we thought we 
could see ... so stupid we thought we were 
smart.’’ he said.

After being forced from his 
grandfather’s house at age 16, Temple 
sought fulfillment in liquor and sex. He 
felt empty and unsatisfied. ‘‘I wanted 
God’’ and cried out to him, ‘‘ ‘Give me 
something by which I can live,’ ’’ he said. 

In Johannesburg he noticed a book on 
yoga, ‘“a mystical tradition of the Hindu 
religion,’’ which became his rule of life 
for the next 18 years. 

He entered a yoga monastery during 
his two-year stay in India. Although this 
philosophy gave him ‘‘an intense self- 
discipline,’” that prompted abstention 
from smoking, drinking and eating meat, 
it did not satisfy his thirst for God. 

Neither did all the religions and 
philosophies of India he studied there. He 
was influenced by Buddhism, but living 
its “‘eight-fold path to Nirvana, the 
extinction of all human desire,’’ served 
only to enhance his self-control. 

“Religion doesn’t begin until you find 
God, the ineffable spirit and power of the 
universe,’’ Temple told the Southern Cross. 

His accomplishments and education 


also left him unfulfilled. At age 12 a South 


African tribesman taught him to play the 
guitar. Before he was 15, he published a 
novel and two books of poetry. At age 19 
he graduated from the University of 


South Africa where he studied 
anthropology. He later studied 
Renaissance art. in Italy. ‘‘I knew 


everything, but was miserable,’’ he said. 

This emptiness continued until he 
became filled with the ‘honey in the 
beehive of the Catholic Church.’’ 

He said the Mass and the Blessed 
Sacrament were central to his devotions, 
adding that he used yoga to calm himself 
before the liturgy. 

Temple began to compose music to 
enliven his high school religious education 
classes Father Kolda asked him to teach. 
He neither reads nor writes music, but 
sings into a tape recorder. His publishers, 
Franciscan Gommunications and the 
Gregorian Institute of America, write the 
notation for his melodies. 

Temple wrote ‘Call To Me’ to 
illustrate God’s promises written in the 
Bible and ‘‘Happy the Man’ to show the 
joy of living the scriptural messages.

“‘When you contact God, you touch the 
essence of all happiness within you,’’ he 
said in his story-and-song presentation. 

The 20th-century troubadour has 
written and recorded 13 albums; most are 
of liturgical folk music. 

Temple entered two seminaries, 
remaining at each one only a brief time. 
“IT thought the Lord had called,’’ he said, 
but later realized the priesthood was his 
own idea. 

In 1977 he found his priesthood with 
the poor in Mexico. 


It started by taking a Spanish class; for 
practice, he conversed with Damian, an 
undocumented alien, on a Santa Monica 
beach. 


Moved by the man’s poverty, Temple 
gave him $1,000 to help him finish 
building his house in Mexico. 


Later, when visiting Damian in 
Mexico, he was shocked by the poverty he 
observed. He cited a family with 25 
children, ‘‘women trained to obey”’ their 
husbands and widespread malnutrition 
and disease. Yet, ‘‘they are happier with 
their little than Beverly Hills people with 
their lot,’’ he said. 

These conditions in Mexico inspired 
his song ‘“‘I Am Hungry”’ and the non- 
profit organization, Mission H.E.L.P. 
(Help Eliminate Latin Poverty) he 
founded in 1979. 

Temple donates 50 percent of the 
proceeds from his books, records and 
cassettes to this cause. Through 
Mission H.E.L.P., the singer has 
purchased land and houses for destitute 
Mexican people, educated youth, 
provided medical treatment, employed 
women to assist their peers, and. 
supported families with donations of 
funds, food and clothing. It requires only 
$15 to support one person for a month, he 
said. 


Temple is no stranger to poverty: Asa 
teen-ager he became enamored with the 
teachings of St. Francis of Assisi. After 
becoming a secular Franciscan over 20 
years ago, he was asked to put the prayer 
of St. Francis to music. ‘‘Make Me a 
Channel of Your Peace’’ emerged. 

He said he observes private vows of 
poverty, chastity and obedience. ‘‘I’m 
my own Superior in my own monastery,”’ 
he said. 

His monastery is a house given to him 
by a friend after he complained to God 
about lacking finances; he had given all 
his earnings to H.E.L.P. Another friend 
gave him a station wagon he uses to 
transport clothing and other necessities to 
Cojumatlan and several other villages in 
Mexico. 

“T have a wonderful life. God is my 
joy, my freedom, my everything,’’ he 
said. 

He shares the source of his joy during 
presentations, emphasizing the 
importance of participating fully in the 
Mass. He also advocates daily meditation 
as a time to beg the Lord to reveal 


himself. “Christ will come; you will feel 


(his presence) in a sweet peace, in joy, 
tears, bliss or silence,’’ he said. 

Temple also finds Christ in creation 
and in the depths of his own spirit, as the 
conclusion of his poem, ‘‘The Master,”’ 
explains; 

It’s you I now behold 
in every person, rock and tree. 
No matter what I look at 
' you are looking back at me. 
And now I’ve found to my surprise 
that you are looking through my eyes.

We called him, with respect and love, ‘‘Chick’’. He was the 
Jesuit Archbishop Aston Chichester, first bishop of Central 
Africa. It was a recognition he shunned, but which he so mightily 


Aston Chichester had been sent to Salisbury, Rhodesia, in the 
late 1930’s, at the age of 59, to help and guide the progress of the 
growing Catholic presence in the missions there. 

He was rotund, laughing, lovable, saintly, and he took on this 
task and the Church prospered. Under his guidance came the 
seminary and the first black priests, the first formations of Native 
Sisters. ‘“Chick’’ eventually became the first archbishop of the 
area in Vatican II. But not for long. Then in his eighties, his 
heart gave out on the steps of St. Peter’s basilica in Rome as he 
and the other bishops of the world processed in for the first 


Today that area in Africa, now known as Harare, Zimbabwe, 
has some 40 African priests and the present archbishop is one of 
those priests ordained by ‘‘Chick’’ back in the 40s. 

At Chick’s deathbedside in Rome Cardinal Montini (later 
Paul VI) called him ‘‘the first saint of Central Africa.”’

USDHS group that ‘‘three things are 
guaranteed to happen to you. You will 
either end up in some treatment facility 
for drug and alcohol addiction, or you will 
end up in prison or you will die.”’ 

Leiko, who abandoned drugs because 
they interfered with his sports 
performance, began dealing at the age of 
14. “I made my first half-million before I 
was 18,’’ he told the students. 

Leiko made the business sound very 
tempting before ending his story with a 
bang; he was shot twice in the stomach 
and twice in the leg by police officers. 

“T just knew I was going to die,”’ he 
said. ‘‘All the way to the hospital the 
police officer kept saying, ‘you’re gonna 
die kid, you’re gonna die.’ ”’ 

Leiko survived and was sentenced to 15 
years to life at San Quentin State Prison. 
After six years, he was transferred to 
Atascadero State Hospital for the 
criminally insane. 

Ten years later he was released. He has 
been out of prison for 12 years, serving

“‘T’ve heard people say, ‘Johnny is my 
best friend — he gives me free drugs.’ Let 
me tell you, friends don’t give friends 
drugs!”’

Would it be a good idea for them 
to buy their own phone? Should phone hours be defined? 
I don’t want to be authoritarian about it, but this is a 
bothersome problem. : 

Busy Signal 
Dear Busy, 

I like the fact that you suggest having them buy the 
phone. Most parents would first think of giving them one. 
However, I’m not sure it’s the right thing to do at this 
point. 

Perhaps a family meeting may be in order. At this 
meeting outline your concerns clearly, using non- 
threatening language. I suggest you list them on a sheet of 
paper. Let them know that you don’t consider this an 
earthshaking problem but it has become difficult to work 
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Next, ask them for their concerns. What type of access 
do they feel they need to the phone? List these concerns 
on the sheet as well. : 

Your family’s task now is to find a solution which 
addresses all the concerns and is acceptable to all 
concerned. Ask them for possible solutions. 

My guess is that they will be very responsive. Evaluate 
the possible solutions only after everyone is sure all 
potential answers have been listed. Look at each in terms 
of how well it answers the concerns listed on the paper. 
The only acceptable solution is one which makes everyone 
happy.

Dear Going Down, 

You are right to want to stop cheating. Cheating has a 
way of snowballing: the more you cheat the more you 
have to cheat. My advice is to go to your counselor and 
tell him about your problem. 

Ask him what he thinks. Are there study tips he can 
help you with? Can you get a tutor? Can you stay after 
school with your teachers? Do whatever it takes to catch 
up. Most importantly, stop cheating. Low grades do not 
mean that you are stupid. They are a sign that you need 
help. 

I would also suggest you let your parents know that you 
are having problems in your new school.
